The meeting lasted approximately two and a half hours and the two VFF officials were positive about the 
option of organising purchasing co-operatives and participate in the North East Power initiative with the 
participating local councils. 

Co-operative Energy Ltd is to follow-up by advising VFF on issues to examine and to outline the basic and 
rationale for energy co-operatives. The VFF staff were to discuss the purchasing co-operatives with their 
superiors.
